G. T. P. Will Build 830 Miles of 
New Line During the 
Coming Summer

Winnipeg, “eb, 25—-At the close 
the construction seascn of the presen: 
year the Grand Trunk Pacific and its 
ally ,the Transcontinental, will be it 
a pesition to carry telegraphic des- 
patches from 150 miles west of the 
Yellow Head Pass to Cochrane, 
pcint nine hundred miles cast of W 
nipey, a distance of 1975, miles ove 
it: own lines. Besides this the Grand 
Trunk Pacific will build+over sevea 
hundred miles of telegraphic lines on 
lwranech lines and from the Prince Ru- 
pert end of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
a total cf 830 nvles in all. This is ac- 
ecrding to’ figures given by A, B. 
Smith, manaver of the G.T.P. tele: 
graphs. 

Already wires are away beyond the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains and 
are stretching away to the westward 
80 miles beyond the Pacific slope of 
the famous range on their journey tc 
tide water cn the coast. From Prince 
Rupert eastward construction is be- 
ing pushed ‘nto the mountains with 
oll speed, ani already 245 miles of 
telegraph line is in actual operation. 
The gap between these lines is about 
tour hundred miles. It is expected 
that early in 1613, the telegraph line 
will have been run through all this 
territory and that the distance capable 
of being traversed by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific wires will be 1720 miles 
on the Grand Trunk Pacific, 

Besides this it is certain that 1509 
miles will have been built on the Na- 
torial Transcontinental, making a total 
o’ nearly 3500 miles to be in operation. 
At that time it will’be possible to 
eet direct telegraphic connection be- 
tween Winnipeg and Prince Rupert 
ever the Grand Trunk Pacitic. After 
next fall less than 150 miles will re- 
main to be puilt, 

Mr, Smith anncunces that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Will build 830 miles of 
telegraphs this year.
